Furthermore applicant has not claimed any particular form of pocket and as stated in the Final rejection, 
a pocket is a cavity or recess that is capable of receiving a member or material. Furthermore the claim requires that the second part is 
held in a pocket of the first part that is clearly taught by Slater. Applicant is arguing that the invention of Slater require a complex metal 
part and a screw which makes the invention more complex but applicant has not claim that applicants invention does not have a metal 
part or a screw. As stated in the Final Office Action the reference of Slater '480 is used to teach that lips are supported by a spring. 
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
